1. Felleving the decision reached during the meeting of SK-ELD to create a 
“Yemocratic Front", various contacts and conversations have been held for 
taab purpose. 


2 SK«ELD assigned to Markos Kladakis, who agreed with the creation of a 
Democratic Front, to proceed to comtact and to scund out opinion among 
warious organizations, parties, and important persons regarding the method 
ef achieving this front. SKeELD gave Merkos Kledakis this assignment be- 
cause he dees not belong to SK-ELD and has no party ties with any party 
erganization. SK=ELD hoped that, acting ag a third party, Kladakis could 
at least learn the views of the various democratic and progressive elenents. 


3. When Tsouderos was approached he refused to participate in such a front, 
saying thet this was the line of his party and that anyone who believed in 
the creation of such a front, thus had only to join his party. 


4, Pepes Argyropoulos, of the "Political Reconstruction Movement", said thet he 
was agreeable, but that tho others of his group are lawyers, and some of them 
are obstructing even the establishment of the "Political Reconstructim 
Movement” to the point where the signed charter of their movement has not 
yet been deposited with the judicial authorities, despite the decision which 
thoy had reached to deposit it at once. Nevertheless Argyropoulos promised
